The few struiuns are not 
large, though fiiir trout fishing can be 
h;id, but on tho coast and along the arm 
salmon. Hwarni, and halibut, cod and her- 
ring are plentiful. Crops as a rule are 
certain and largo, insects are few, and all 
descriptions of fruit come to perfection. 
.yhoroMo ~ an agrieivltiiral sooioty with an 
nmiuaV "6liow''arid SuaniuVi 'produco*?fair 
ftirricd ofl" well deserved honors at many 
provincial exhibitions of tlio Dominion. 
Btock of ovory kind can be raised with 
facility and Messrs, JBrethour iiavc already 
commotsccd tho park packing business. 
Steam and horso power aro now applied 
tf) D^ricaltoral mwehinery and a priKtmill 
is in operation. Two fmo roads traversu 
the entire length of tho peninsula and a 
commodious wharf has been erected at 
yhoal harbor. Religious and educational 
facilities aro all that could be desired and 
there are no loss than three hotels kept in 
first class style which aro much resorted 
to by invalids. The article concludes 
■with some interesting informatioti con- 
corning Indians and native antiquities. 

HSQUIMAI.r UI.STItlOT. 

Esquimau witlvits line harbor, dock 
yard and arsenal, and above all its dry- 
dock, roceiven due honors as the naval sta- 
tion for her Al.ajesty's ships on the Pacific 
coast. Esquimau district is described as 
studded with small farm.i and pretty re."!- 
dencea. Then there is Oolwood with its 
largo Belmont tannery, probably the beat 
appointed on the coast. Metchosin celo- 
brated'aa an agricultural and stock rais- 
ing district, with its tine farms and ranges 
for sheep and cattle. Rocky Point, with 
its revolvinj^ ligbt and fog whistle, and thu 
low and rich lands of Happy Valley. The 
timber, water power, hunting and fish- 
ing, drive.i,i$:e., receive duo notice. Then 
there is tlio thriving sottlemenl u'' Sooko 
with its laoober nulls and cooperage and 
fine hiirbor. The Highland District, Cold- 
stream and Langford lake aro also men- 
tioned. 

COWICUA.V DISTRICT. 

Of Cowichan Uisii ict and the adjacent 
islands there is a lengthy description . The 
railway- rosorvu tuiJ tho Indian roucrva mi 
the bottom lands of the Oowichau and 
Kukesailah rivew have, it is stated, 
proved groat drawbacks to the progicsa 
of tho district.

NANAIMO. 

Of the city of Naiiaiiuo there is a good 
description (jivou which slates that it was 
Uiteiided by ita founders, tho Hudson 
ISay Company, l«j uo .■jimply a nii'iiing vii- 
age and trading po.st. The picturesqun 
situation, apparently at tho foot of Mount 
Benson, its safe and commodious h.-w-bor, 
its largo coal and lumber wharves, and 
the fine dry cinder covering of thostreetH, 
its public buddings, churches and schools, 
and, above all, its new postofEce about to 
bo erected, are duly noted, as are also ita 
various institutions and nra department. 
' Tho . agricultural capabilities of tho dis- 
- tricti the agrceabloneas of the climate, the 
excellent Gnhing and hunting and the fine 
adjacent harbor of Deparluio P/ay aro 
also mentioned. 

lu discussing tho general progress of 
•jNonaimo it is already shown to have 
made great advances, and the opening of 
new coal iield.=3 will still further tend to 
increase tho population. An excellent 
description is given of tho Nanaimo col- 
liery, owned by the Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany, and of the various other induatrie.i 
of the place, with a list of the principal 
hotels.

The beautiful 
Comox valley, with itJ coal mines devel- 
oped and a more frequent mail service, 
tvill become one uf tho favorite agricul - 
tural sections of the island. 

NEW WK.STMI.NSTKIt, 

The largest city on the mainland of Brit- 
ish Columbia, receives tho full notice 
which its importance demands, not as the 
former capital and seat of government of 
a distinct province, but us an important 
and fast-growing opramercial center. The 
climate is described as very agreeable ond 
freo from sudden changes, while its indus- 
tries aro enumerated as farming, lumber- 
ing and salmon tishing, the last mention- 
ed boing the largest. The surrounding 
lakes and streams atlbrd e.xcellent fishing, 
game exists in great plenty and variety, 
and ahboting is continuous fi'om Septem- 
ber till tho following JIarch. The rail- 
road from this city to Port Moody is said 
to be one of easy execution, and it is an- 
ticipated will soon be undertaken, thus 
adding to the prosperity of New West- 
minster by a connection with the Cana- 
dian Pacific, which will open up numer- 
ous business channels. The various pub- 
lic buildings aro noted, especially that :u

and lumber mills and various other enter- 

in addition to the regular steamers, there 
are numbers of others ong.aged in towing, 
etc., all contributing to a large incroaso 
of business on tho Fraser river, Tho 
building improvements have been numer- 
ous, including some fine public buildings. 
Among tho chief industries are the can- 
tieritti, fc-ai'.vdy , i^uuicij .uid tuu-.'oci- tiiiilo 
and soda and .syrup works, and tho ship 
yard. Tho shipping returns for the port 
for the year ending 30th June, 1882, aro 
also given and in addition to the direc- 
tory, there is tho usual information re- 
garding the municipal government, fire 
department and publio institutions and 
societies, and'alao a city business direc- 
tory.

The fisheries and vast lumber- 
ing interests of tho Fraser aru all com- 
prised liLM'o, arid no less than thirteen sal 
inoii canneries have been in operation in 
tho neighborhood, giving empluymont to 
a largo nuiiilioi- or imnau 'Pho soil is 
rich, game and wild fowl are pleittlful, 
the industries aro nummerous, and the 
locality is attractive and easily accesaiblo 
to the intending settlor.
